E H. Riley, M.P.P., Interviewed Says he Favors Bridge

E. H. Riley, M. P. P. for this riding, 
in conversation with Tha Oall mag at 
Calgary last week stated that he had re- 
ceived word from Edmonton that the 
Legislature has engayed an irrigation 
expert whose duty it will be to travel 
among the farmers and give practival 
dnateuctions in the art of irrigating. 

Tu atart with the expert will epenit 
all, of his time in the Gleichen district 
aid it ia expected he will arrive here 
very shortly totaksuao his work, The 
Government his set apart the sum of 
$5,000 per annin for this purpose and 
taken the paing to secira the qarvices 
ef the beat man obtainable for the work 

Mr. Riley state! that in bringing 
thie matter to the attention of the Gov 
ernment he was in favor of employing 
¢wo or three irrigation experts for a short 
Gine each summer as hy believed they 
would cover invre ground and give more 
Practical instructions than by engaging | 
@ue the entive year, However, he wan 
pleased to have succeeded in geting an 
expert appointed and hoped it would 
prove inost benetivial to tiefarners. tHe 
puinted ont that while the C.P 1.0.00, 
had agreed to assiat the Guverninent ex 
pert in every possible way the Govern: 
ment had concluled thac the expert 
should be entirely an employes of the 
goverument and in) uo way reaponaibly 
to the company, which will give lin a 
free band to act ag he thinks best. 


Asked an tu what he thought of the 
bridge across the Bow river being vuiit 
south of Gleichen Mr. Riley ewid: 

“L have ao hesitution whatever in 
@aving that Ltnink the tridge whould be 
built directly south of Gleichen and at 
a@ point that will be most convenient ty 
tbe people of Queenstown, When this 
quatter tirat came up b luvked inty the 
qnatter curefully and expressed that 
opinion and since have loaned of no 
reason why L should change my tiret in 
presmion, In fact everytusag Lo have 
fearned since hae only served to con- 
winced me the more that thati« the 
proper place for the bridge, The plaice 
wiere it will be most serviceable to the 
greatest number of people. Certainly 
it may be ditlisnlt to yet a good location 
for the bridge and that will have to be 
decided upon by the surveyors, 

“Sr. Calder was duwn there recently 
to wake # survey and to report ou the 
bridge but 1 have not learned what ne 
thought of it, Just wait and Lo will call 
up Lis office on the phoue and see.” 

Mr. Calder wav out of town but a 
clerk anawered that Me, Calder tad 
eent in reporte te Edmonton on two 
different nites tor the bridce but he was 
not aware any further move had been 
nade in the matter, Cuontiuuing Mr, 
Riley eaid:

“In 1896 I bought 320 acres inthe 
} Fort Morgan valley, located immediately 
between the city of that name and Brush, 
Fort Morgan is situated 80 miles east of 
Denver, on the B. & M, railroad, in the 
South Platte Valley. 


“To arrive at a thorough under- 


standing of what markets for farm pro: | | 


duce mean to an irrigated diatrict, it ir 
necessary to use a few dry facts and 
figures. However, to those who are 
interested in the subject, the same will 
tell the story as nothing else can. 

“My tarm is situated just five milee 
east of Fort Morgan, and when I bought 
it in 1896 with ditch rights, I paid $20 
per acre for the eame. In 1898 it had 
increased in valwe to $30 per acre. In 
1901 to $40 per acre, and in 1903 it war 
worth $50 per acre for general farming 
and stock raising. In July, 1905, after 
4 suyar factory had been lovated at Fort 
Morgan, my neighbor, Mr. Wilbur Sco- 
ville, immedtaiely across the road from 
te, sold his quarter section for $75 per 
acre, In October, the aame year, I sold 
ty land for $100 per acre, and today 
that and all other landa in the immediate 
vicinity cannot be bought for less than 
$150 per acre. This year I bought 20 
acres one mile east of Furt Morgan, and 
paid for the s.me $225 peracre. Mr. 
Geo, Warner, who owns 280 acres im- 
mediately west of me, is now holding 
his land at $300 per acre, 


Beete Are a Sure Crop. 


Che people of Fort Morgan and that 
district, of course, are naturally very 
much interested in beet culture and itr 
J effect upon appreciating land values. 
It not only is a sure crop, but 0 continu: 
vus one, and the man who has a good 
beet tarin in an irrigated district need 
not concern himeell with the future, ar 
it will tuke care of iteeif. 

“You will observe from the figures 
given above that the introduction of 
teet culture increased the value of ins 
farm 200 per cent within two years. 

“Not only does beet culture increas: 
the value of land, but it also increase 
settlement. With the advent of the 
sugar beet in 1908, the whole policy oi 
farming operations was eo chinged that 
where my 320 acres bad supported two 
tamilies, six additional families were 
brought in to handle the beet growing 
‘nd of it alone, so that you will! ee. 
that it hae brought about an increase of 
$v0 percent. in population. What thix 
increase meane to the towo or cits 
where they have to do their trading you 
will readily appreciate. 

{ understand that the Canadian Pa 
cific Irrigation Colonization Company 
have established au assured market fo: 
sngar beets raised in their irsigation 
block at $5 per ton. What this means 
to Calgary and Southern Alberta it 
would be hard to estimate, and [can 
weure you that ifthe people of Calgary 
had the faintest conception of what the 
beet suger growing industry meant te 
this section, trading in these lands 
vould be as active right here as it isin 
Fort Morgan and that vicinity, 01 
sourse, I have cited Fort Morgan as an 
example for the reason that it is my 
home town, but 1 can assure you that 
the eame conditions prevail in other 
irrigated districts of the States where
